Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eleventh  Annusl  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Dorchester  for  the  year  i960. 

It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  ^^inistry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  and  only  one 
case  each  of  scarlet  fever,  pnemonia  and  food  poisoning,  but  an  outbreak 
of  measles  occurred  which  commenced  in  February  and  continued  until  the 
middle  of  July,  during  which  time  250  cases  were  notified.  As  reported 
last  year,  the  dysentery  infection  continued  until  April j it  is  estimated 
that  102  cases  occurred.  A rare  disease  called  Lepto-spirosis  affected 
two  men  who  worked  in  a slaughterhouse,  the  disease  is  often  caused  by 
handling  infected  animals. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  and  was  extended  to  the  26-40 
age  group  and  in  March,  open  sessions  were  started  for  this  purpose.  An 
endeavour  was  made  also  to  increase  the  number  of  persons,  especially 
children,  protected  against  tetanus.  Normally  the  infants  are  now  protected 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  in  a combined  injection,  but 
this  was  not  available  for  the  older  children  when  they  were  infants.  The 
older  children  are  now  offered  this  protection  against  tetanus  and  a booster 
dose  against  diphtheria  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  injection.  In  case 
of  an  injury  it  is  important  that  the  parents  should  inform  their  own  doctors 
if  their  child  has  been  protected. 

Anthrax  was  made  a notifiable  disease  and  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  December,  i960. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  this  year  amounted  to  58,673^  this 
fortunately  was  less  than  last  year,  but  still  only  a proportion  of  the 
animals  can  be  inspected  due  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  I have  stressed  in 
previous  reports  the  possible  dangers  to  health  by  less  than  100%  inspection, 
in  these  enlightened  days  this  shoifLd  be  a must.  Another  funther  attempt  to 
obtain  a third  inspector  again  failed.  The  new  Regulations  (I96O)  whereby 
an  inspector  may  be  employed  by  a local  authority  if  he  holds  certain  meat 
inspectors  certificates,  raises  a ray  of  hope. 
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Flooding  occurred  in  many  parts  of  the  town  on  the  night  of  the  22nd 
June  following  an  intense  storm,  the  total  rainfall  being  1,27  inches.  A 
special  report  was  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Surveyor  who  outlined  the 
causes  and  suggested  methods  of  abatement  for  v/hich  the  Council  have  agreed 
to  make  provision. 

The  difficulty  in  the  disposal  of  refuse,  especially  in  the  Boroughs 
such  as  Dorchester,  is  becoming  a serious  problem  and  unless  a suitable  site 
can  be  found  in  the  town,  the  cost  of  transport  to  outlying  districts  is 
expensive  and  thus  it  was  with  reluctance  that  I had  to  make  a special  report 
to  the  Council  that  a proposed  nevj  site  would  in  my  opinion  be  unsuitable 
because  of  possible  dangers  to  health  and  in  view  of  this,  the  Council  are 
endeavouring  to  find  an  alternative  site, 

A brief  summary  of  statistics  for  the  past  10  years  is  to  be  found  on 
page  11,  where  it  is  seen  that  the  population  has  increased  by  over  1,000  and 
the  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  reaches  the  figure  of  757.  The 
number  of  notifications  of  certain  infectious  diseases  such  as  scarlet  fever, 
whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  have  fallen  to  a low  figure, 
diphtheria  has  not  been  included  as  the  last  case  occurred  in  194^.  Food 
poisoning  cases  are  minimal  but  constant  vigilance  is  necessary.  Dysentery 
seems  to  recur  at  intervals.  Measles  generally  keeps  to  its  trend  of  appearing 
every  two  years.  The  three  causes  of  death  mentioned  most  these  days.  Cancer 
of  the  Lung,  Coronary  Disease  and  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents,  do  not  appear  to 
be  increasing  but  the  numbers  are  too  small  to  be  of  statistical  significance, 

I wish  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor,  iJLdermen  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  also  to  Mr.  iillard  and 
the  rest  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  for  their  continued  support.

Close  co-operation  between  the  Surveyor’s  Department  and  Health  Department 
is  being  maintained  on  results  of  regular  bacteriological  samples,  the  raw  water 
has  always  been  satisfactory  but  the  supply  is  chloraminated.  Any  local  contamin- 
ation, which  is  rare,  is  checked  and  re-sampled. 

There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year;  all  dwelling  houses 
have  a mains  supply  and  only  eight  of  these  have  standpipes,  A chemical  analysis 
of  a sample  of  water  is  shown  below.

Annual  Report  for  I96O. 

I present  for  your  consideration  the  following  report 
on  our  work  for  the  year  I960, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  thirteen  less  imfit  houses  were 
occupied  than  were  occupied  at  the  end  of  1959  - 95  compared  with  IO8, 

A number  of  unfit  houses  have  been  closed  and  remained  lonoccuioied  over 
the  pa.st  few  years  and  have  suffered  from  the  elements  and  from 
children.  Many  of  these  houses  now  present  a very  sorry  appearance, 
and  are  no  credit  to  the  Borough.  Some  of  the  houses  have  been  included 
in  Clearance  Areas  declared  in  1961, 

It  remained  extremely  difficult  to  persuade  landlords  to 
carry  out  any  substantial  repairs  or  improvements  to  tenanted  houses. 
Many  owners  only  carried  out  the  minimum  of  jjatching. 

The  difficulties  arising  from  the  Council's  decision  in 
1959  to  abandon  100  per  cent  meat  inspection  were  discussed  on  several 
occasions  by  the  Health.  Committee.  The  Council  agreed  to  resume  100 
per  cent  inspection  a,s  soon  as  an  additional  inspector  was  appointed. 

A n'umber  of  advertisements  failed  to  attract  applications  from  qualified 
applicants,  excei:3t  for  one  applicant  who  withdrev/  after  appointment, 
Hovrcver,  an  appointment  has  now  been  made,  and  we  hope  the  applicant 
will  take  up  his  duties  in  September,  I96I, 

For  many  years  a variety  of  recejitacles  such  as  baths, 
pails,  oil  drums  and  similar  articles  have  been  in  use  for  the 
storage  of  house  refuse  at  about  two  hundred  or  more  houses.  The 
motley  collection  appears  on  the  pavements,  often  xincovered,  on  the 
morning  of  the  day  when  the  dustmen  are  due,  A survey  v/as  begun  to 
record  these  unsatisfactory  receptacles  and  the  occupiers  of  the 
houses  are  being  anked  to  provide  proper  dustbins  with  fitting  lids. 
Household  refuse  is  a principal  breeding  ground  of  blcwflies  and 
houseflies,  and  these  insects  can  spread  a number  of  diseases. 
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T1  4-  n ^oise  Abatcracnt  /ict,  I960,  was  welcomed  by  people  v;ho 

lalcG  to  be  quiet.  Others  appear  to  be  oblivious  to  noise,  but  those 
persons  who  ajre  sensitive  to  noise  can  be  very  much  affected  by  it. 

The  net  gives  the  Council  power  to  deal  with  noise  as  a statut!.ry 

of  Health  Act,  1936.  It  also  controls  tS  use 

of  loud  speakers  in  the  street.

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4.  HOUSING-. 

Clearance  Areas 


Action  with  regard  to  clearance  areas  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Clearance  and  Redevelopment  Committee,  which  met  three  times 
dijring  the  year.

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6.  FOOD  HTGIEMi: 


The  total  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  for  all  purposes 
was  one  hundred  ojid  fifty- three. 

Notices  requesting  customers  not  to  talce  dogs  in  food  premises 
were  issued  some  time  ago  and  a nevir  supply  v/as  distributed  during  the 
year.  Shopkeepers  mentioned  the  trouble  they  had  with  the  dogs  of  one 
or  two  thoughtless  customers  and  welcomed  the  new  issue  of  notices. 

About  tvrenty  traders  sell  food  from  stalls  in  the  streets  and 
in  Dorchester  Market.  A number  of  inspections  of  the  stalls  were  made 
under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  tv/o  written  warnings  were  issued 
to  all  the  traders  that  the  Coimcil  had  decided  to  take  proceedings  in 
the  event  of  any  future  contraventions.  As  a result  there  was  a general 
inp)rovenient . 

Cleansing  and  iraprovements  vrere  asked  for  at  fo\ar  shop  premises. 

Two  more  Food  Hygiene  Codes  of  Practice  - "Hygiene  in  the  Fish 
Trade"  and  "The  Hygienic  Transport  and  Handling  of  Fish  "-were  issued 
and  made  available  to  the  fishmongers  in  the  Borough. 

7.  FOOD  INSRECTION. 

Milk.  In  accordance  with  the  Mlk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified 
Areas)  Order,  1954,  all  milk  retailed  within  the  Boroiogh  of  Dorchester 
must  be  specially  designated  milk,  i.e.  "Pasteurised",  "Sterilised"  or 
"Tuberculin  Tested"  milk.

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960,  the 
licensing  of  dealers  to  use  special  designations  becarae  the 
responsibility  of  the  Dorset  County  Co-uncil. 

Complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles  \7ere  taken  up  strongly  at 
the  dairy  and  resulted  in  immediate  improvement.  The  "spotter"  system 
of  v/atching  for  faulty  capping,  dirty  bottles  and  similar  conditions, 
is  likely  to  break  down  because  the  element  of  fatigue  comes  in  unless 
the  spotter  is  changed  frequently.  The  public  continue  to  misuse  milk 
bottles  which  are  frequently  grossly  contaminated  before  return  to  the 
dairy.

8.  lIS;iT  mSEECTION. 

Tvra  premises  within  the  Borough  continued  in  use  as  licensed 
private  slaughterhouses,  and  from  each  an  extensive  vdiolesale  meat  trade 
was  conducted. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  I96O  (5^,673)  showed  a 
decrease  over  the  numbers  for  1959  (81,646)  of  28  per  cent,  mainly  because 
of  substantially  less  sheeps  and  pi^s  being  killed*  This  was  in  common 
with  the  general  trend  throughout  the  country.  The  decrease  was 
accompanied  by  a reduction  in  the  slaughtering  staff,  which  resulted  in 
a slovrcr  rate  of  throughput  and  little  reduction  in  the  long  hours 
worked. 

The  modified  system  of  inspection  introduced  by  the  Council 
in  1959  f under  which  only  a propjortion  of  the  tliroughput  at  one 
slaughterhouse  is  inspected  continued  in  use,  Recomraendations  were 
made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  with  a.  view  to  making  the  system  more 
flexible  and  increasing  the  proportion  of  the  throughput  examined, 
pending  a.  return  to  the  policy  of  100  per  cent  inspection. 
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IIEAT  mSIECTION  (COMTD.) 


The  follo-vvdng  figures  show  the  proportion  of  the  total 
throughput  in  the  Borough  inspected  in  the  year;-

For  the  financial  year  I96O/196I,  the  Govemi:ient  contribution 
to  the  Coxoncil  towards  the  cost  of  neat  inspection  wa^s  calculated  at 
£174  whicii  with  a contribution  of  £265  from  one  of  the  slaughtering 
companies  made  a total  income  of  £439«  The  Government  grant  is  based 
on  the  numbers  of  carcases  examined  and  would  have  been  increased  by 
£260  had  all  carcases  been  fully  examined. 

The  Council  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  report  on  slaup^terhouse  facilities 
in  the  Borough  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958*  IXaring 
the  course  of  preparing  the  report,  organisations  representing  the 
wholesale  and  retail  sections  of  the  meat  trade,  the  farriiers,  the 
livestock  auctioneers,  the  co-operative  movement  and  tra.de  unions, 
together  with  neighbouring  locaJ.  authorities,  were  consulted.  It  was 
anticipated  that  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  would 
be  brought  up  to  the  required  stnndand  and  the  facilities  for 
slaughtering  and  the  demand  for  their  use  vTould  remain  substantially 
unaltered.  The  Council  does  not  propose  to  provide  a public 
slaughterhouse.  The  Ministry  accei^ted  the  rej^ort  and  the  recommendation 
that  the  construction  regulations  should  become  opera.tive  on  1st  July, 

1962, 


The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  19^0, 
became  operative  on  1st  November,  19^0,  The  principal  object  of  the 
Regulations  is  to  ensure  that  all  meat  which  is  unfit  for  h\man 
consiimption  is  sterilised  before  it  leaves  a slaughterhouse  or  removed 
in  a locked  container  or  vehicle  for  processing  elsewhere.

Cysticercus  Bo  vis. 

Cvsticercus  Bovis  is  the  cystic  form  of  human  taeniasis  (tapevrorm 
in  man)  and  cattle  inspected  were  subjected  to  routine  examination  of 
the  head,  tongue  and  heart.  Twenty  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were

Seventeen  of  the  twenty  cases  affected  with  localised 
cysticercus  bovis  were  submitted  to  cold  storage  at  premises  vd.thin 
the  Borough  and  kept  at  the  proscribed  temperatures  before  release 
for  consumption. 

It  was  not  possible  to  identify  the  carca.ses  of  tv/c  cattle  whose 
offal  affected  vd.th  cysticercus  bovis,  and  the  carcase  of  a cow  had 
been  removed  from  the  slaugjhfcerhouse  before  inspection  of  the  offal 
revealed  cysticercus  bovis.

9.  SLAUGPITMl  OP  ACT,  1958,

a mechanically  operated  instrument  of  the  cax'>tive  bolt  pistol  typo  or 
an  electrically  operated  instrument  (electrolethaler) .

10,  WATER  SUPPLIES, 


Twenty- two  samples  of  the  mains  water  supply  taken  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  were  satisfactory.  Two  sanples  were  reiaorted 
as  unsatisfactory,  but  re]peat  samples  v/ere  satisfactory  and  the 
contamination  was  derived  from  the  cold  water  tap.  The  mains  sup]ply 
ViTas  maintained  to  the  usual  high  standard  throughout  the  year, 

11,  DRiXiNi.GE, 


One  hundred  and  sixty  visits  were  made  to  inspect  and  test 
new  dro.ins.  Pour  hundred  and  fourteen  visits  w^ere  made  to  inspect  and 
test  old  drains. 

Pour  drainage  systems  serving  thirty- three  premises  were  relaid 
or  repa.ired  under  section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
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12.  CLBM  AIR  ACT,  1956. 


Six  notices  were  received  of  proposals  to  install  new 
furnaces  to  which  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  applies. 


13.  FACTORIES. 

The  to-ble  on  page  30  shows  the  number  of  factories  on  the 
Council’s  register  and  details  of  the  inspections  made.  Routine 
inspection  of  the  factories  in  the  Borough  Viras  not  carried  out. 

Under  the  Factories  Act,  1959,  the  responsibility  for 
issuing  Certificates  of  Adequate  Means  of  Escape  in  Case  of  Fire  was 
transferred  to  the  fire  authority,  i.e.  Dorset  County  Council. 

Notification  was  received  dxiring  the  year  of  tvirenty-six 
outvrarkers  vdio  were  employed  in  their  own  homes  malcing  wearing  apparel 
or  nets.  The  notifications  in  the  ’’August”  list  are  indicated  in  the 
table  on  page  31 • 


14.  CAMPING  CONTROL. 

Licences  were  issued  \mder  section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  to  three  persons  to  station  an  individual,  caravan  for 
permanent  use.  A licensed  residential  site  for  Wenty-nine  caravans 
continued  in  use  throughout  the  year.  This  site  is  provided  with 
permanent  sanitary  accommodation  (three  water-closets  for  each  sex), 
washbasins  and  mains  water  supply.  The  whole  site  has  been  asphalted 
to  form  hard  standings. 

The  law  relating  to  the  control  of  caravans  was  substantially 
changed  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  196O,  which 
carae  into  force  on  29th  August. 

A survey  of  the  existing  sites  was  made  on  29th  August,  details 
of  one  site  for  thirty  caravans  and  five  sm.all  sites  being  recorded.  By 

the  end  of  I960  the  Council  had  approved  site  licences  for  the  largest 
site  and  one  individual  site,  conditions  being  based  on  the  model 
standards  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

In  order  to  achieve  closer  liaison  with  the  planning  aspects 
of  applications  for  site  licences,  it  was  decided  that  such  applications 
should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Planning  Committee.

No  charge  is  made  for  the  destruction  by  the  Council  of  rats 
and  mice,  except  in  the  case  of  business  premises.

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17.  INFECTIOUS  DISS;;SES 


Six  saiT^les  from  the  River  Frome  -were  taken.  All  the  samples 
indicated  that  the  river  was  heavily  polluted. 

Nine  samples  from  the  Children’s  Paddling  Pool  in  the  Borougih 
Gardens  vrcre  tiken  during  the  summer  holiday  period. 

The  tvro  carriers  of  enteric  fever,  indicated  by  the  swabbing 
of  the  sewers,  halving  been  trea.ted  in  1959,  routine  swabbing  was 
discontinued.  Swabs  v\rere  kept  in  the  dra.in  from  a m.eat  products  factory 
so  that  any  intestinal  infection  of  staif  could  be  quiclcly  traced. 


18.  RiG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  PILLING  L'b^TERIALS  ACT,  1951. 

Under  the  above  Act  five  premises  in  which  uj)holstery  is 
undertaken  are  registered  by  the  Council.  Premises  within  the  Borough 
arc  not  used  for  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  rag  flock.
